CUSTOMS GEM BUREAU 
UNDER RIGID INQUIRY 


|Corrected Valuation in Van Dam 
| Case Starts Investigation. 


GEN. MINDIL UNDER CHARGES 


The Examination Will Include Impor- 
tations for Many Years Past— 
Maiden Lane Keenly Interested. 


An investigation by a Federal commis- 
sion was begun yesterday to discover 
whether frauds and gross undervaluations 
in the importation of diamonds and other 
precious stones have been practiced at the 

| New York Custom House. It started with 
a searching inquiry into the conduct of 
affairs in the gem cCepartment of Ap- 
praiser Fowler's office. 

| That the Secretary of the Treasury 1s 
| Cienattotiog with conditions was made 
| plain yesterday when it became known 
| simultaneously that the Treasury Depart- 
|} ment had preferred charges against Gen. 
George W. Mindil, the veteran examiner 
of precious stones at this port, and had 
at the same time directed Burton Parker, 
Chief of the Treasury’s Special Agent 
force, to head a board of .investigation. 
The report that Mindil had been put under 
charges came as a great surprise to dia- 
mond and customs circules, where he has 
long been known as one of the most 
trusted examiners in the employ of the 
Government. 

As a rule the preferring of charges is 
done by the Appraiser, but in Mindii's 
case the Treasury Department filed the 
allegations. When the fact became known 
in the Maiden Lane district yesterday 
that the Government had preferred 
charges against the examiner and would 
examine {nto transactions of many years’ 
standing with reference to gem imports, 
uneasiness was aroused in certain quar- 
ters. It was learned that many cable- 
grams were sent to London, Amsterdam, 
Antwerp, and Paris, the leading precious 
stone centres of Europe, warning export- 
ers of the Government’s action, and dl- 
recting that all merchandise be invoiced 
at full foreign market values in order to 
comply with the requirements of the 
American customs regulations. 


Due to Van Dam’s Case. 

While much secrecy was observed yes- 
terday by customs officers, it appears 
that the Government’s determination to 
institute a searching investigation into 
the Diamond Bureau is based upon reve- 
lations incident to an entry made at New 
York about six weeks ago by Eduard Ven 
Dam of this city and Amsterdam. This 
importer brought in precious stones of a 
varied character invoiced at approvimate- 
ly $70,000. Gen. Mindil, the chief cxam- 
iner, was'on his vacation at the time, and 
Examiner Treadwell appraised the goods 
at prices ranging from 50 to 60 per cent. 
higher thar those specified on the in- 
voices. Van Dam took an appeal to T. S. 
Sharroetts of the Board of United States 
General Appraisers, and that official, 
while ‘making a few reductions, sustained 
Treadwell's values. 

Under the provisions of the customs ad- 
ministrative law, importers have final 
appeal from a single General Appraiser’s 
decision to a beard of three General Ap- 
praisers. Van Dam, however. did not 
prosecute an appeal, and settled with the 
customs authorities for $21,000, that sum 
irepresenting the extra duties and penal- 
ties imposed by the appraising official. 
This action on the part of the importer 
attracted the attention of the Treasury 
ndministration in Washington, and it was 
decided that it would be well to look up 
former traasactions in the Appraliser’s 
office, and to make a general Iinvestiga- 
tion. 

The Government's decision is known to 
have been influenced largely by the fact 
that practically all the precious stones 
cntering the United States come through 
the New York Custum House, the imports

SUGGESTION OPPOSED HERE

The Interborough management meets 
increased business with a reduction of 
accommodations, which is about the 
worst possible way to justify the mer- 
ger. If the experience of modern pas- 
senger-carrying corporations 
anything, it teaches the lesson that 


improvements in the service that pro- |! 


mote the public comfort and conven- 
ience tend to inurease the profits of 
the company. The Interborough Com- 
pany rejects this modern practice, and 
appears to have adopted the unen- 
lightened theory that the maximum of 
profit can be got out of the minimum 
of accommodation. 

The merger that brought under one 
control the New York City Railway 
Company’s surface lines, the Manhat- 
tan Elevated roads, and the Subway, 
almost universally criticised as an in- 
stance of flagrant overcapitalization, 
would have found its complete justifi- 
cation in two not incompatible results— 
an increase of return to capital and an 
improved service for the public. It 
seemed not improbable that through 
the economies made possible by con- 
solidation many expense accounts 
might be cut off, and that in conse- 
quence the company might afford to 
increase the frequency and better the 
quality of its car service. The pro- 
fessional opponents of all Trusts might 
still have railed at the merger, but the 
public would not have grumbled. The 
overcapitalization would have been for- 
gotten by this time, 

The exact contrary of these things 
has happened. Our news 
have borne abundant testimony to the 
inadequacy of the service, notably on 
the surface roads. To this showing 
we have added official proof. The 
Board of Railroad Commissioners of 
the State of New York furnishes com- 
parative statistics of the operations of 
the surface, elevated, and Subway lines 
for April, May, and June of 1905 and 
1906, which bring to light these facts: 
During the three months mentioned 
the surface lines show an increase in

cash fares of 2.9 per cent. and a de- 
crease in car mileage of 5 per cent., as 
compared with the same months in 
1905. The elevated roads show an in- 
crease of 7.1 per cent. in cash fares, 
but a diminution of 2.9 per cent. in car 
mileage. The Subway shows an in- 
crease of 38.3 per cent. in cash fares, 
but an increase of only 12.5 per cent. 
in car mileage. These figures tell their 
own story. They require no elucida- 
tion, and there is no getting away from 
them. Traffic has increased, accom- 
modation diminished. The capital gets 
increased profits, but the public decid- 
edly gets the worst of it.

It is a little surprising—to the 
masculine student of this case—that a 
hasty and informal ceremony was not 
substituted for the more elaborate one 
that had been arranged. The chief ma-

President ROosEVELT, 
as was to have been ex- 
pected—as was almost 
inevitable, indeed — has 
not only noticed the sult 
brought by a bluejacket against the pro- 
prietor of a place of amusement in New- 
port who would not admit him to the joys 
there provided because he was in uniform, 
but has contributed $100 toward the ex- 
penses of the litigation.

The number is not great, 
and we are glad to believe that it is 
steadily decreasing, but the legendary 
reputation of the private soldier on leave 
and of the sailor ashore will last for 
some time longer, and even the Presi- 
dent’s denial will not affect*the fact that 
there is some basis for it. The uniform 
ought to mean all he says of it, but it 
| doesn’t, quite. The thing moves in a 
vicious circle, the men too often going 
where they are sure of a welcome and 
losing the right to a welcome elsewhere 
because they do not get it. The remedy 
lies in their own hands.

HARBOR ANCHORAGE CHANGES 


U. S. Commission Holding a Hearing— 
Steamship Companies Differ. 


The final hearings tefore the commis- 
sion appointed to revise and regulate the 
anchorage rules of the Port of New York 
began in the offices of the United States 
Steambeat Inspection Service, in the 
Whitehall Building, yesterday. Assistant 
Secretary Lawrence O. Murray of the 
Department of Commerce and Labor, the 
Chairman; Capt, Ira B. Harris, Supervis- 
ing Inspector of the First District, and 
Capt. Frank Newcomb of the Revenue 
Cutter Service, who constitute the com- 
mission, were all present. 

The commission will investigate and 
take testimony on the proposed change 
of Anchorage Ground No. 16 in the North 
River, which is commonly known as the 
North Anchorage, and will also look into 
& proposal to establish a permanent an- 
chorage for warships, from Seventy-ninth 
Street to Fort Washington Point, on the 
east side of the Hudson River. 
proposition was opposed by H. N. Camp- 
bell, Secretary and Treasurer of the Hud- 
son River Navigation Company, who con- 


tended that such an anchorage would be | 


a danger to both life and property. Capt. 
‘George W. Keller of the steamboat C. 
W. Morse gave testimony to the same 
effect.

16, which extends from Twenty-fifth to

Big Artificial Plants in the South. 


“Tt may seem strange that we should 
|draw our ice supply from the South. The 
explanation is that we have big plants 
j there. It pays to manufacture ice in the 
| South, where it would not in the North. 
| Shipping natural ice from the North in 
}seasons of normal weather to the South 
would cost far more than manufacturing 
,it on the spot, and so we have established 
;concerns there capable of turning out 
| many tons. 

“AS we are working on business prin- 
;ciples we do not have ice plants in New 
| York City. They would be run at a loss 
I nine years out of ten. Our ice supply 
lin Maine, which can last, with careful 
| drawing from it, not more than a few 
weeks—say, three—and our empty ice 
houses on the Hudson mean that we must

‘“*Tiot weather in the South will mean

A FINISHED THRILLER. 


Mrs. Wilcox’s “ Mizpah,” a Spectacular 
Play, Well Acted. 

Though carefully staged and well played 
the spectacular drama, ‘“‘ Mizpah,’’ by Ella 
Wheeler Wilcox and Luscombe Searelle 
furnished to the Academy of Music cli- 
entele last night enough thrills to make 
it a rival of any hair-raising melodrama 
yet seen in that occasional stopping place 
of the vindicated heroine and the doomed 
villain.

Four Mosquito Indians, who for nearly 
twenty hours had fought for life on 
raft, reached New York yesterday morn- 
ing on the British steamship Rosefield. 
which, a week ago last Sunday, picked 
them up adrift off the Mexican coast. 

The Indians are the survivors of the crew 
of the Mexican schooner Morales, which 
went down in the hurricane that raged off 
the South Atlantic coast the first part of 
last week. 

The skipper, the mate, and three of the 
crew were lost The Morales was bound 
from Campeche for Tuxpan with a cargo 
of ‘salt when the hurricane struck her. 
From the afternoon of Sept. 13 until the 
morning of the 16th the Morales was tossed 
about, her rudder torn away, sails re- 
duced to a few fluttering ribbons, and her 
pilot house demolished, while into her 
hold there poured a dozen streams of 
water from big holes that had been 
knocked through her sides. 

As the water in the hold slowly gained 
on the men, who were working continu- 
ously at the pumps, the skipper realized 
that the vessel was doomed. On the 
morning of Sept. 16 the schooner was 
barely afloat, and the seas were still 
breaking mountain high, The skipper saw 
that the time was at hand, and shouted 
to the men to save themselves as best they 
could. 

The lifeboat had long since gone, but 
the Indians determined not to give up 
without a final supreme effort, and 
plunged overboard. They are expert swim- 
mers and manuged to get together four 
boards that had been washed from the 
Morales. With these they made a sort of 
raft, which they held together by stretch- 
ing their bodies across them. 

For hours the men were tossed about. 
Finally, after ten hours adrift, one of the 
Indians, despite the efforts of hig com- 
panions to restrain him, began to drink 
salt water and he was soon a raving 
maniac. The other three, though tortured 
by thirst, refused to drink the water, and 
while two of them held the raft together 
the third looked after the crazed man. 
Five hours later the Rosefield came along 
and in the distance sighted a black spot 
on the water that later proved to be the 
raft. 

It was six hours afer the rescue before 
the Indians were sufficiently recovered to 
tell their story, while the sailor who drank 
the sea water was in such a condition that 
he had to be put into astraitjacket. He 
recovered some hours later. The ship- 
wrecked men will be sent home by the 
Mexican Consul General,
